Paris, Jan. 28.—The flood situation 


in Paris has grown worse, particular 
ly in the south and east sections. 
In 
the old Latin quarter the situation ii 
critical. 
The sidewalk of the Quai 
des Grandes Augustins collapsed and 
fell into the Orleans company’s tun 
nel 
beneath, further extending the 
flood through the ancient streets, par 
Ocularly the Rue Jacob and around 
the Institute of France. 
Many sewers burst in the twelfth 
arrondissement, one of the biggest in 
Paris, the whole of which is now sub 
merged and has been plunged into 
darkness on account of the breaking 
of the gas mains. 
The half buried Ile St. Louis, which 
I is connected with the Ile de la Cite by 
means of the Font St. Louis, is likely 
to be totally submerged within a few 
hours. 
Masons are working desperately to 
erect a wall to save the historic Hotel 
[ Lambert, erected in the Seventeenth 
century and now the residence of 
Prince Czartoryski, and the equally fa 
moils Hotel Lauzun adjoining, which 
was purchased by the city in 1900, to 
| be used as 
a museum 
of art. It also 
I wj s built ’n the Seventeenth century. 
The

creeps slowly higher, each inch of 
water widely extending the area of 
destruction, desolation and ruin. Al­ 
though the barometer Is rising rap­ 
idly and bright sunshine succeeded

I vailed when the authorities announced 
I that the maximum of the flood would 
I not be reached for another day. 
Reports from Marne and Yonno, up

In the meantime what is happening J 
is enough to strike terror to the hearts 
of all. The very crust of the city 
seems ready to sink into the flooded j

Every hour drains are bursting in new I 
localities, causing a subsidence of the | 
streets, or bulging them up several j 
feet above their normal level, while 
the overflow of surface water from the 
river is transforming the inundated 
districts into formidable lakes, and the !

The Liquor Traffic Problem a Finan­ 
cial One. 
E ditor Brainerd Dispatch: — 
There are apparently strange phe­ 
nomena at times in the affairs of men, 
but there is perhaps nothing more so 
to a large proportion of the social and 
m oral reform men and women of to­ 
day than, that, afte r sixty years, two 
full generations, of tem perance agi- 
, tation and education 
through 
the 
1 press and 
platform , churches and 
schools, with the trem endous tem ­ 
perance sentim ent known to exist, 
and the almost incredible am ount of 
restrictive legislation on our statu te 
books and m unicipal codes, this li­ 
quor traffic should still so persist. 
Though not affiliating with the po­ 
litical organization of the tem per­ 
ance work my heartiest sym pathies 
are with its ultim ate aim, prohibition 
of the m anufacture and sale of itox- 
icating liquors as a beverage, toward 
the accom plishment of which I have 
always given my personal influence 
through example and teaching; and 
from special features of the problem 
now before the public, i am em bold­ 
ened to offer a few' remarks. 
lf we would have a man or other 
agent achieve for us some accom plish­ 
m ent requiring to the limit of his 
power, reason dem ands th a t we give | 
him a free field, remove every ob­ 
stacle in the way. 
Tem perance ag i­ 
tation and education 
hitherto has 
been m ainly an appeal to the moral j 
faculties. 
So far as it concerns the \ 
life of the individual the liquor ques- ! 
tion is strictly a moral one; and on ! 
moral lines the w ork done has borne I 
reasonably fair results. 
But w hen ; 
pressure has been brought to bear | 
on the body 
politic 
to 
get 
the ] 
sentim ent crystalized into effective j 
law, results have been disappointing, 
disheartening, and, in some cases, 
disgusting, the cause suffering even 
more under nom inal 
victory than 
it could have u nder nominal defeat. 
And why? 
It is not that men elected 
to public office are destitute of moral 
sense. 
Oh, no! 
But it is because of 
the predominance in the public mind 
of the idea that the possession of tho 
‘‘business" sense is the pre-em inent 
qualification for public service. And, 
as a rule, it is because men are known 
to have t Ii is "business” sense as a 
governing elem ent in their character 
th a t they are elected to public office. 
Revenu 
is as essential to the life 
of governm ent as food is to m an; 
therefore from the business sta n d ­ 
point, it is the first concern of these 
men we elect to adm inister our gov­ 
ernm ent to make sure of its life and 
subsequent usefulness through the ex­ 
ercise of their 
constitutional 
and 
statu to ry powers with as little dis­ 
turbance as possible. 
W ith our sys­ 
tem of general 
property taxation, 
there is no end of "kicks-a-com ing" 
if the rate should be raised, whib- 
Hie saloon-keeper, as a rule, freely 
pays his license fee w hatever it is, 
w ithout grum bling. 
"R. D. Holden 
would pay $ 10,000 if limited to two 
saloons.” 
Tills is suggestive. 
The 
point is th a t tile traffic persists be­ 
cause of its nom inal revenue bear­ 
ing. 
This is no new idea. 
The com­ 
plicity of governm ent, national, state, 
and m unicipal, has been proclaimed 
for the last 25 or 30 years, and de­ 
nounced to the limit of hum an la n ­ 
guage. 
B ut tem perance workers, as 
a class, have failed to present a sub­ 
stitu te for revenue purposes. 
Their 
argum ent based on glaring and s tu b ­ 
born facts, has been th a t a great part 
of the expense of governm ent is due 
to t ti is traffic, and. were it prohibited, 
society would be better off, even fi­ 
nancially, w ithout such revenue, to 
say n o thing of tile moral effect. And 
very m any people are decidedly con­ 
vinced of the tru th of this argum ent. 
But it is not so easy to convince the 
average successful "business" m an, i 
lie who has begun to enjoy the fru its 
of that special privilege legislation 
whereby private fortunes are amassed 
at tile expense of others, and is th e re ­ 
by in touch w ith the class th a t has , 
always su b stan tially possessed 
the 
governm ent 
of 
this country, 
now 
known as the "Interests," it is not so 
easy to convince him th a t those not 
in sym pathy w ith th a t class can be 
tru sted w ith 
real 
political power, j 
These m ust be kept down, and the 
only way to do th a t w ithout ap p ear­ 
ing to do so, th a t is, indirectly, is 
by m eans of indirect taxation. The 
liquor traffic affords a most powerful 
means to this end; not only in the 
wealth it takes from the masses, but 
from its dem oralizing influence, pro­ 
voking to disorder and crim e it fu r­ 
nishes a plausible excuse to thousands 
yes, m illions of good. well-m eaning 
people, for their high-handed m ain ­ 
tenance of "law and order" at any 
price. 
Until th e sober and serious th in k ­ 
ing people of the country give their 
thoughts more to the question of 
providing adequate m eans of revenue 
for our governm ent which shall be 
fixed and sure, and the incidence of 
taxation uniform and just, securing 
and prom oting th e individual rights 
and freedom of all, there can be no 
genuine perm anent reform, m oral or 
social. 
Of course, we m ust continue 
to strive along these lines, but were 
this revenue problem solved on the 
lines indicated tile necessity for the 
predom inant exercise of this ‘busi­ 
ness" sense would bi1 removed and the 
moral sense of our public officials and 
those most influential in their sup­ 
port. would be free to assert itself, 
which it is not now; as witness at 
hand, the interview of the com mittee 
of the citizen's mass m eeting w ith the 
city council, and the report of its fi­ 
nance com m ittee last week.
